Not only is Santos Brazil’s larg- 
est port and its coffee warehous- 
ing facilities fantastic even to 
North Americans accustomed to 
bigness; it is also a compact re- 
sort area with seaside recreation. 

Sao Vicente and Guaruja 

To the southwest of Santos lies 
the little town of Sao Vicente, 
which is reached by crossing a fa- 
mous suspension bridge and which 
boasts one of the largest beaches 
in Brazil. Sao Vicente is replete 
with historical sites, for it was 
from the present seaside resort 
that the Jesuit Father José An- 
chieta together with some com- 
panions climbed the heights of 
the plateau in 1554 to found the 
present city of Sao Paulo. He is 
believed to have taken the route 
followed pretty much by the mag- 
nificent highway, one of the finest 
in the world as well as the most 
picturesque, which today bears 
his name.
